SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Super Gigolo, also known as Optical disk Asian title - 
disk reference number KDV-3095 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is objectionable because it tends to promote and support the use of 
violence and coercion to compel women to participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct. 

Super Gigolo comprises a feature (which is spread over two disks) in the style of an 
"erotic thriller", which includes numerous depictions of (generally farcical) violence 
along with scenes of simulated sexual activity. The sexual material is clearly the main 
focus of the publication, serving to entertain, titillate and arouse the viewer. Most of 
the sexual activity presents as unproblematic in terms of the classification of the 
publication, and would be entirely suitable for viewing by an adult audience. However, 
within the context of the storyline, the publication also presents sexual violence as an 
amusing and potentially arousing form of viewer entertainment. 

The classification of the publication interferes with the freedom of expression, as 
outlined in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but this is an outcome that 
is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 be deemed objectionable. The 
classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects 
the concern of "a free and democratic society" to limit the availability of publications 
that tend to promote or support the use of violence or coercion to compel any person 
to participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct. 
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
